A foray upon the fashionable gambling 
houses has been commenced in Washington 
City. A fashionable gambler has just been 
convicted and sentenced to the State prison 
for four years. 

In politics, matters are waxing warm. 
Senatfjr Seward takes the stump lor Lincoln. 
The New York Herald advocates the form- 
ation of a People's Parly. The Southerners 
give the election to the Republicans, as 
certain. 

Toronto, C. W., Aug. 8.— Charles Mc- 
Dougal and Wm. F. Montague, of Cincm. 
nail, arrived here, per steamer, from Ham- 
ilton, last evening. The latter person was 
arrested upon landing from the steamer, on 
a charge of embezzling 835,000 from VVest 
& McDougal, produce merchants, of Cin- 
cinnati, of which McDougal was principal 
and Montague, clerk. McDougal has not 
yet been arrested. Montague and a woman 
were arrested, and it is reported that Mon- 
tague's trunks were found tocontain S25,O00, 
mostly in gold. 

The Pike's Peak mines are represented 
as paying richly. 

Jack Turner and Andrew Gidlow were 
before the Police Court at Boston, August 7, 
and committed for trial lo a higher court, in 
default of 83,000 bail each.

Europe. 

The Irish volunteers have been granted 
permission to leave Rome. They were 
sick and discontented ; had been engaged in 
several riots, ami two or ihree of them had 
been shot by the authorities. 

The British army numbers 323,2V.) men. 

Advices from Beyroot to the 16tli July 
state that the majority of the .Mussulmans 
had not taken part in the massacres al Da- 
mascus. Dates from that place to the 17ili 
announce that the massacre had emled. 
The Kurds and Bedouins had retired to the 
interior, but the Christians were still con- 
cealing themselves. Four hundred Druses 
had been arrested and executed for partiui- 
palitig in the massacres. 

Kossuth, it is said, is preparing a plan for 
I revolution in Hungary. The old story ; 
ilways " preparing "plans, but never carry- 
ng them out. 

Spain, it is said, will appear at the con- 
ference of the Great Powers us the protege 
f France. 

The wheal crops of England and Frnnoe 
have proved a partial failure. 

Garibaldi had full possession of the Island 
of Sieily, which hau been evacuated by the 
Neapolitan troops. He entered Messina 
July 2iitli. On the Mh AuKUst, iho patriot 
iiade a descent on the miiiiiliiiul of Italy, 
.ind landed with a foico of 18,000 men on 
the coast of Calabria. It is repotted that 
he had been at Naples [?] to confer with 
the Revolutionary leaders. Naples had been 
proclaimed in a state of siege. IlifporH say 
that Austria will rniiouneii tiie trimly of Vil- 
lafranca, and actively oppose Ganbuldi in 
Naples, 

A force of 15,000 British is to be landed 
at Syria from Iho fleet.

Garibaldi had received an accession of 
two steamers from England, one called the 
British Vulc.in, and a considerable sum of 
money.

On the 24th July, a serious outbreak oc- 
curred' at Gbnstantinople between the Pro- 
testant Amenians arid the Turks, touching 
the right of the former to USB a burying 
ground. After rioting for several days, the 
disturbance was quelled. 

The Weather, says the, London Times of 
the 4ih Atigiist, has 'again become cold and 
ungenial— in fact most unseasonable, with 
frequent sliowers and a low temperature, 
and it cannot fail to Beriously retard the 
progress of the growing crops. The change 
the last «igh4 or ten days has been very dis- 
astrous. We see it stated that on the wolds 
of Yorkshire snow has fallen. The ground, 
it is said, was quite white, and hail-stones 
fell as large as nuts. The corn crops were 
laid in sevcra 1 places; the hay crop has 
been injured by the wet, and some stacks 
hastily put together were fired. 

Later accounts by the Parana to the 7th 
of August note a favorable change in the 
weather in England. 

Murdock k Son, extensive tanners at 
Perth, Scotland, had suspended payment. 

Mr. Chaffers, the manager of the Royal 
Bank of Liverpool, had committed suicide. 

A letter from Milan states that at Mantua 
some Hungarian soldieis, having obtained 
ball cartridges, fired into a corps of chas- 
seurs noted for its loyalty to the Emperor. 
A sergeant was killed. Several of the Hun- 
garian officers afterwards deserted. 

A recent interview between llio Kings of 
Denmark and Sweden, gave rise to a report 
that the Scandinavian kingdoms intended 
to form an alliance agaiii.-*t Germany. The 
Swedish press, however, coinbai.-, tlie idea 
of any aggressive policy, and the Swedish 
people are represented to be decidedly op- 
posed lo anything of the kind. 

In the British House of Commons, Sir 
Charles Wood gave notice of n resolution, 
authorizing the Secretary for India to raise 
by loan £3,000.000 for the service of the 
Government.

"BrItlsh Columbia PetttSS^^"' the 
House of Commons. 

The voice of oppressed Kiiglishmeii in 
British Columbia has at last been heard in 
the House of Commons. By the last mail 
■we observe that Mr. Roebuck had presented 
the petilion, which, it will be remembered, 
was signed by nearly four hundred Brili.sh 
subjecis and forwarded to England. There 
were no foreigners who attached their 
names. The reason is obvious. Ever since 
the immigration in 1858, it has been the 
policy of Gov. Douglas to undervalue the 
population there by oliaracterising them as 
foreigners. Naturally enough the Imperial 
government would have had some scruples 
"about giving tepresentative institutions— the 
law-makicig power— to those who did not 
'owe the Crown allegiance- Stiil, Sir Bul- 
werLytton, more advanced than some other 
statesmen, recommended, as far back as 
1858, the formation of a Council of Advice 
from among; the miners. This has never 
been carried out in the .spirit intended ; nor 
representative in.ititutions conceded as 
they ought to have been long ago. Oppies- 
sive act after act caused the British resi- 
dents to combine and frame a memorial to 
the House of Commons, asking not only for 
at legislative Assembly but for the removal 
of the Governor. No doubt the former will 
be concoded imnjediutely, were we to 
judge from the following extract from the 
parliamentary reports; and as for a new 
Governor it cannot occur too soon : 

Mr. Roebuck presented a petition, signed 
by several per.soiis residing in British Co- 
lumbia, stating that they are Englishmen 
not accustomed to live under a despotism, 
and praying for representative institutions. 
[Hear, hear.] 

Evidently the feeling of the House of 
Commons is favorable to free instilutioiis. 
When the Organic Act of British Columbia 
was under discussion in 1858, Mr. Roebuck 
was opposed to it, even on the ground that

for any (soontry. Mr. Gladstone, the present 
Chanoeliot of the Exchequer, also character- 
isea tba aibitrary power given to the Gov- 
ernor as one hundred and fifty years behind 
the principles of British colonizuiion, and 
only adapted to a penal colony. We aro 
satisfied that a representative assembly for 
the sister colony is nigh, even at the door. 
We recommend our sister colonists, thiTi;- 
fore, to prepare for a siruggl.!. For it is 
matter beyond doubt, every e\(;rlioii will \,>i 
made to pack an assembly litie the lirst and 
second of thi.s colony. Serious disadvan- 
tages would result were such a state of 
thhigs to occur. So being forewarned, we 
trust they will be forearmed to battle man- 
fully for their rignts and gain a victory over 
enemies to progress and reform.

Mining News. 

The steamer Wilson G. Hunt arrived 
from the river on Saturday evening last. 
She brought thirty passengers— some of 
whom wore from the Cariboo digginfis. 
Ballou's Express had SI3,000 ; a trader, 
$5,000 ; a company of five miners, S6,500. 
As near as we could learn, about S30,000 in 
treasure came down on her. 

Mr. J. Conser, from Keethley's Creek, 
called upon us yesterday, an4,(0fniBhed the 
following information. 

Keelhly's claim, on Keethly's creek, 
alluded to in our paper last week, as having 
been preparing for work, has been opened, 
and the front bar yielded from S12 to.S35 to 
the. hand-nothing extra in those parts. 
The Bat, back of the bar, however, pros- 
pected tho'day our informant jeft four dol- 
lars to iiUpar^! The dirt, however. is only 
about a foot thick. 

Black & McDonnell's claim, on the same 
creek, is n very rich claim. One share und 
a half sold lor SHOO. It pays 550 to the 
hand per day— pay-dirt ftom three to five 
I'eet deep. 

Haselline's claim has been tunneled about 
thirty feet into the bank. The dirt pros 
pects from 25 to 75 cents to the pan. It Ih 
Uio ■ besuhing" in British Columbia, and 
will last for years. 

On the same creek, Patterson's claim is 
paying from two lo three ounces per day to 
the liand. ;--.Jad,;.Moreland & Co.'s claim 
pays about the saine. These diggings are 
in the bed of the creek. There are several 
other claims in the vicinity which are pay- 
ing equally as well. 

We slated last week that Harvey & Uo.'s 
«Iaim paid in six- days, S2100. The follow- 
ing week the same boys cleaned up S1750. 
O'Rooke & Co., below Harvey'.s. average 
from three to four ounces per day to the 
hand. The pay-dirt in this claim is from 
three to seven feet deep.C^'^A-sUare in tiiis 
claim sold for S1600. 

Miners are very busy at work about the 
Forks of Qiiesnelle; but , our informant 
could not state how they were doing. 

Mr. Conser thinks there will be a large 
number of men who will winter in the 
country the coming winter. 

The Wilson- G. Hu.nt.— We learn from 
Capl. Welch that he ha.s thought of running 
his iteamer only once a week, on Tuesday, 

* in future, unless business in British Colum- 
bia revives. The last three trips of the 
Hunt she has only carrie'd "up 110 tons of 
freight, which as everybody must be aware, 
will never justify a boat in making semi- 
weekly trips in those waters.

The Prince of Wales. 

We continue to make extracts from our 
Eastern e.vchanges of the progress made by 
the Prince of Wales through the Proviiii'es: 
A grand ball was given at Halifax Aug. I, 
in honor of his Koval Highness the Prince 
of Wales' visit. The Prince was prest-nt, 
and danced with several ladies. The next 
daw af^egatta: canae off, and the morning 
afle'r 'the' Wnce left for Winilsor on the 
cars. At Wind.sor he received a handsome 
reception. Triumphal arches had been 
erected and saUiles were (ired by the Volun- 
teers, Artillery and liille.s from Halilax. 
Afior a collation he proeeedetl by land lo 
Huntsporl, with an escort of over 200 car- 
riages. He received addresses at Windsor 
and Huiitsport, and embarked at 11:-10 in 
the British gnnboat Styx, which, after hiing 
a salute, .saili^d for St. .John, N- B. 

In (iring the salute at Halifax, an artil- 
leryman was blown to pieces. 

The Prince landed at St. John, N. B., at 
10 o'clock oil the morning of Aug. 3d. Ha 
was received by the Governor,' Sir. J. Man- 
ners Sutton, and \Vith cheers and a salute 
from the Artillery. 

The Prince Urove to the residence "f 
Judge Chipman, and was followed by an 
immense procession of citizens, with drums 
beating, banners flying, and cannons roar- 
ing Inside the gale of the Prince's tesi- 
do"ncB were two thousand .school children, 
the boys in blaok and the girls in White, 
who sang the national anthem and strowed 
bouquets on tlie roadway, 

A levee was held afterwards at the Court- 
house, the. streets leading to which were 
decorated with arches and fountains. I'liiee 
or four hundred gentlemen attended, and 
addresses were presented, to which the 
Prince replied appropriately. 

In the afternoon the Prince drove out with 
his suite in uniform. The city by this lime 
liad waked up, and there were cheers every- 
where. Everybody was dressed in his best 
clothes, and all bent on enjoying themselves. 
In the evening there was a f.M-aiul illiuniiia- 
tion and fireworks, and the I'rince, accom- 
panied by his suite, walked out and viewed 
the suspension bridge over the Falls of St. 
John. . 

The ne.vt morning at 9 o'clock, the Prince 
left for Fredeiickloii by rail. At the way 
stations he was enthusiastically cheered. 
The royal party arrived at Fii-dei ickiuii 
abiiul Ij p. 111. the same day. Ua the olh 
His Royal Highness attended divine wor- 
ship at the cathedral. On;Mpnday;a> levee 
was lield. On the same evening a ball «.»•«« 
given, at which the Prince daiu'cd every 
dance until 2 o'ldock in the inoiiiing. At 
a. m. the Prince left St. John, on airiviiiy at 
which place, the people unharnessed his 
horses ami drew his carriage through the 
streets. He subsequently embarked on 
board the Slxjx for Hunlsport. 

The Prince un the steamer was very af- 
fable— conversing' with the passengers and 
borrowing books from iheui. He "indulges 
in the habit of smoking cigars. 

The Prince snbsequenily visited rruro. 
Jackwell and Pictou, where he received 
anil delivered addresses, and eiribaiked a. 
5A o'clock, p. in.. Any;. 8tli, lor Charlolte- 
tcnvn. Prince Edward's Island, whicli jilace 
he reached on the 10th, at 1 a. m. 

The I'rince was lecelved by llie I.ifiKcii- 
arit-Governor, Ueorge Duiida.s. and deputa- 
tions of the clergy, members of Parliament 
and the Bar. Pari of ihe sixty-second te«i- 
rneiit ami ihe Royal Volunteers lined the 
slreels, which were decoraled with iiiimcr- 
ous arches, (lags, and mottoes. Tio(i|is of 
children were singing, and the crou ds were 
shouting with enthu.-iasm. 

The Prince ariived at Quebec on the 
lOih. iuid was most enthusiastically receiv- 
ed, lie atleiuleil divino service 'on the next 
llay (Sunday). The Cathedral was crowded, 
but the arrangiMiieiits were excellenl and 
Itie order remarkable.
